McCLOSKEY A CANDIDATE 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Rep. 


Paul N. McCloskey Jr., the most 
outspoken Republican critic of 
President Nixon's Vietnam war 
policies, announced today he 
will enter the 1972 California 
president primary election 
"pledged to ending the war 
conditioned only upon return of 
the prisoners of war." 


"This will not be a single issue 


campaign," the San Mateo 
congressman 
said 
in 
a 


statement issued in advance of a 
news conference. 


BASE TURNED OVER 


SAIGON (AP) — The United 


States turned over its last base 
along the demilitarized zone to 
the South Vietnamese today but 
kept some American 
ar- 


tillerymen and advisers there. 


About 500 men from the 1st 


Brigade, 5th Mechanized In- 
fantry Division, left Fire Base 
Charlie 2 four miles southeast of 
the DMZ. This was the base 
where a North Vietnamese 
rocket ripped through a bunker 
crowded with GIs on May 21, 
killed 29 and wounded 33. It was 
the heaviest toll inflicted by one 
rocket in the war. 


BRINKS ROBBERY 


NEW YORK (AP) — Two 


Brinks guards and an elevator 
starter were shot and wounded 
today by bandits who made off 
with $142,000 in a payday rob- 
bery today 
at the city's 


Municipal Building, police said. 


The fleeting holdup men raced 


to a getaway car and escaped 
across the Brooklyn Bridge. 


AID TO GREECE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


once-shunned Greek military 
government would get $117 
million in U. S. arms aid this 
fiscal year under Nixon ad- 
ministration proposals whose 
secrecy label has been lifted for 
the first time. 


The State Department, w...oh 


traditionally has kept individual 
aid amounts secret, released the 
new figures today after Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., 
threatened to publicize them on 
his 
own unless 
the 
ad- 


ministration could show why 
they should be withheld. 


WELFARE CUTBACKS 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a 


clear signal of financial distress, 
22 states are implementing or 
considering welfare cutbacks, 
according to a federal survey. 


SECRET PAPERS 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — The 


Atlanta Constitution says Sen

discussed with Gov. Jimmy 
Carter the possibility of enac- 
ting federal legislation to make 
newspapers criminally liable for 
publishing secret information 
harmful to the nation's security.

U.S. Officials Ponder Latest 
Communist Peace Overtures

WASHINGTON (AP) — U. S. 


officials say the Nixon ad- 
ministration is pondering the 
significance of a surprise new 
shift in the latest peace offensive 
launched 
by 
Vietnamese 


Communist leaders. 


The shift is in the form of a 


demand for the ouster of only 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
from any future South Viet- 
namese government ready to 
negotiate an end of the war. 


Previously North Vietnamese 


and Viet Cong leaders had in- 
sisted that not only Thieu, but 
Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky 
and Prime Minister Tran Thien 


Khiem, as well, would be 
unacceptable in a post-war 
government. 


"For 
years 
Communist 


delegates at the Paris peace 
talks have been calling for 
removal of the 'Thieu-Ky-Khiem 
clique,' " one diplomatic in- 
formant said. "They practically 
pronounced 
'Thieu-Ky-Khiem' 


as one word. Now they've begun 
speaking only of Thieu.'' 


The shift in the Communist 


position emerged after Madame 
Nguyen Thi Binh presented the 
Viet 
Cong's 
latest 
peace 


package at the Paris conference 
July 1. The proposal was for 
release of all prisoners held by 
the Communists in the North 


and South by the year's end, 
concurrent with withdrawal of 
all U. S. troops. Her precise 
words: 


"The U. S. government must 


really respect the South Viet- 
nam people's rights to self- 
determination, put an end to its 
interference in the internal 
affairs of South Vietnam, cease 
backing the bellicose group 
headed by Nguyen Van Thieu at 
present in office in Saigon, and 
stop all maneuvers, including 
tricks on elections, aimed at 
maintaining the puppet Nguyen 
Van Thieu."

LONDONDERRY, Northern 


Ireland (AP) — British troops 
battled rioting mobs of Roman 
Catholics into the early hours 
today in a bloody prelude to the 
12th of July celebration by 
militant Protestants on Monday. 


In fighting that turned the 


Catholic Bogside district into a 
battleground, the troops fired 
twice into the rioters' ranks, 
killing two men and wounding a 
third. 


The army said the mob fired 


first at the soldiers. Hundreds of 
youths, cheered on by crowds of 
spectators, also pelted the 
soldiers with gasoline and nail 
bombs, bricks and bottles.

Severe Earthquake 
Hits Central Chile 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — A 


severe earthquake rolled across 
central Chile during the night 
and the government announced 
today the toll stood at 63 dead 
and 461 injured. 


Chile's 
main 
port 
of 


Valparaiso on the Pacific coast 
appeared to be among the cities 
hardest hit. Rescue 
officials 


there reported 25 dead and about 
300 injured. 


Information on damage and 


the number of victims still was 
sketchy, with many com- 
munities isolated by landslides. 


The Thursday night quake 


also was felt through much of 


Argentina across the Andes, but 
no casualties or major damage 
were reported there. 


Communications were still 


shaky or disrupted with the 
areas north of Santiago that 
were hit hardest, and there was 
no word on property damage. It 
was feared that the casualty toll 
wpuld rise as more reports came 
in. 


Seismographs in Santiago and 


abroad measured the quake at a 
force of around 7 on the Ilichter 
scale, but government officials 
said it registered 10 in the areas 
hardest hit. 


Controversial Forecast 
Economy Target Dropped

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon 
administration 
has 


abandoned, for all practical 
purposes, its target of a $1 065- 
trillion national economy this 
year, the most controversial 
forecast in its January economic 
report to Congress. 


Dr. Paul W. McCracken, 


chairman of President Nixon's 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
told Congress Thursday pushing 
the economy toward that target 
in the last half of the year could 
accelerate inflation. 


McCracken acknowledged the 


economy in the first six months 
of 1971 fell below the 
ad- 


ministration's forecasts, "While 
inflation has continued higher 


and the rise of real output and 
employment have risen less 
than we expected." 


In 
January, 
the 
ad- 


ministration 
said 
Gross 


National Product, output of the 
nation's goods and services, 
should climb by 9 per cent this 
year to a total of $1.065 trillion. 


That kind of GNP growth was 


needed, it said, to reduce 
unemployment to about 4.5 per 
cent and inflation, as measured 
by GNP standards, to 3 per cent 
by mid-1972 


McCracken 
was 
more 


cautious about these predictions 
in testimony Thursday before 
the Senate-House Economic 
Committee, saying only that the 
rising rate of inflation would 


decelerate 
this 
year 
and 


unemployment would decline. 


"There is a danger that if 


money GNP were now to rise, or 
be pushed up, to reach the 
targets previously put forward, 
that would revive inflation or at 
least 
seriously 
delay 
its 


abatement," he said 


McCracken 
said 
ad- 


ministration fear of an ac- 
celeration in the inflation rate 
was the main reason President 
Nixon chose to reject tax 
reductions as an economic 
stimulant 


"We are now seeing how 


difficult it is to remove the 
economy from the consequences 
of the inflation that was allowed 
to develop from 1965 to 1968."

"NAPOLEON - 


AND HIS DRY GULCH" 


Like the Biblical Elijah before him, Napoleon Bonaparte had his brook that appeared to spring 


forth from an unending source. Every morning as he wakened, he stretched himself, rose from his 
luxurious bed, and drank deeply of his conquests. Life, viewed from beside his babbling brook, was 


But unlike Elijah, Napoleon was desirous of making everything yield to him and of constantly 


assuming his own superiority. According to his private secretary, F. de Bourrienne, Bonaparte had 
two ruling passions — the love of glory and the love of war. He was never more happy than in the 
camp, and never more depressed than when unemployed. There is no doubt that Napoleon was a 
great man, one of the greatest of modern times. In fact, he is the only one since Martin Luther who 
has given his name to an entire epoch of European history. But while we recognize his greatness in 
many ways, we must not forget that he was the incarnation of selfishness and lived only, as he ad- 
mitted, for war and the glory of war. 


Napoleon had his brook that, he thought, would never fail. In other areas of the world nations and 


peoples were experiencing political and economic drought; but his brook flowed on from springs that 
always seemed to increase in abundance. However, he has one outstanding flaw — and the brook 
began to dry Napoleon did not believe in friendship, nor did he feel the necessity of loving, the most 
gratifying sentiment given to man. His chronicler recorded the Emporer as saying, "Friendship is 
but a name- I love no one." But the day came when it seemed to him the water in his brook ran a bit 
slower, and when he dipped his hand into it he touched gravel. Probably like Elijah, he must have 
said, "This is only my imagination!" 


But on June 18 1815, Napoleon and his forces were overwhelmingly defeated at Waterloo. There he 


stood, and he stared down at the last bit of damp mud at his feet, and he dropped to his knees in 
desperation and began clawing into it with his hands hoping there might be water a few inches below 
the surface—and there was none. The brook that could never dry, was dry — a dry gulch! 


Now how does life look? What is the view from a dry gulch? Does a man stand there shaking his 


little fist in God's face in rebellion? Or does he collapse and say there's nothing left worth living for? 
Or does he stand there in stunned incredulity and refuse to accept the fact? How does life look, and 
what does a man think, from the edge of a dried-up brook — or from the bleakness of exile on St. 
Helena? 
It sometimes takes a dried-up gulch in our lives to bring us to our knees before God. One thing about 


Napoleon — he didn't spend his exile cursing God. As a result of the circulation of the Bible on the 
island of St Helena by the British and Foreign Bible Society, a revival was in progress on the island; 
the sort of revival that brought the inhabitants and also the armed garrison to meet for prayer, 
Scripture reading and godly conversation. Among the soldiers appointed daily to guard Napoleon 
were several devout Christians. They were filled with compassion for Napoleon, were constant 
witnesses to him of the blessed peace and redemption in Christ. The result was predictable: before 
Napoleon died on May 5,1821, he knelt in his dried-up brook and invited Christ into his life — and a 
unquenchable river of life began to run through this humbled man. He did what any person does 
under these circumstances, he shouted "Hallelujah!" 


By the way your brooks may run dry; but you never did live out of brooks. Your life is not in your 


things but in your God if you are willing to kneel in your dry gulch and with Napoleon find life s 
greatest answer, namely, that no life looks useless, or empty, or senseless, when looked at through 
the love and through the grace of God in Christ.

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A Known Problem Illustrated 


In Tehama County Superior Court this week a defendant was 


arraigned on a charge of lewd and lascivious conduct, and was held 
in the county jail because he was unable to make $5,000 bail. The 
incident illustrates a built-in inequity of the law. 


Defense Attorney Harold Lucas asked the court to reduce the 


bail to $2,500, which he said the defendant could arrange for, per- 
mitting him to return to his employment. "While $5,000 bail would 
present no great obstacle to many persons," Lucas pointed out, "It 
is beyond the ability of this man or his family to raise it." The 
district attorney's office objected to any reduction of the bail, 
however, and the judge let it stand. 


The incident is recalled only for illustration. There is no in- 


timation that the district attorney was wrong in objecting to 
making the county's hold on the prisoner less secure, nor that the 
judge was wrong in refusing to do so. But it is very unlikely that a 
wealthy man facing the same charges would have had bail imposed 
that would have held him in jail. His bail might have been higher — 
perhaps $10,000 or even $20,000. But the gravity of the offense as 
well as the financial standing of the defendant is taken into con- 
sideration in fixing bail, and it is seldom that a rich man has to 
remain in jail for anything less than a capital offense. That is 
clearly discrimination. 


The matter of fines, much discussed following a supreme court 


ruling of several months ago, also remain unequal in their ap- 
plication to rich and poor. There has been big improvement in the 
situation in recent years. Persons fined are permitted to pay the 
fines in installments, and thus gain immediate release from jail. 
Also, increasingly, persons sentenced to jail terms are permitted to 
serve the time on weekends or in such a manner that they can 
continue with their employment. That makes it possible to pay any 
fine assessed in addition to the jail term more quickly and with less 
hardship on the family. But a $325 drunken driving fine, for in- 
stance, still hits a low-wage working man much harder than it does 
a high-salaried man or an affluent businessman. Rich and poor are 
not equal before the law. 


It's a problem which is disturbing thoughtful persons. But not 


much progress is being made in solving it. Certainly, more can be 
done. On the matter of bail, a possibility immediately comes to 
mind. That is releasing more defendants on an agreement to ap- 
pear, then jailing without recourse to bail those who, without 
sufficient reason, fail to appear. The problem of fines is knottier. 
More jail sentences and fewer fines might be more fair. But, ob- 
viously, it would cost more — unless a system of having prisoners 
earn their keep can be evolved.

(Anti-histamines are put in 


some sleeping pills not to fight 
allergies, for which they are 
medically prescribed, but to 
cause drowsiness.) 


Other pilis are potent but 


bring only temporary results. 
Side effects not mentioned in the 
small print on the label have 
also been reported. There is less 
clinical data on over-the-counter 
drugs, Nelson has found, than on 
prescription drugs. 


But Nelson is even more 


concerned over the "drug 
culture" that has grown up 
around today's tranquilizers and 
amphetamines. Children ex- 
posed to drug advertising grow 
up believing that an over-the- 
counter pill can change their 
moods and solve their problems. 


The giant pharmaceutical 


firms have been invited to send 
spokesmen to Nelson's hearing. 
At this writing, they had not 
replied. They maintain, of 
course, that their drugs are safe 
and effective when taken ac- 
cording to directions. 
OIL AND VIETNAM 


We have tried to pin down 


rumors that the oil barons en- 
couraged U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam to protect the offshore 
oil reserves for them to exploit. 


It's no secret that Lyndon 


Johnson was close to Texas oil 
interests and that he ran in- 
terference for them in Congress. 
The Pentagon Papers also make 
dear that LBJ, as President, 
was preparing to intervene 
heavily in Vietnam before the 
August, 1964, Gulf of Tonkin 
incident. 


Signs of oil off the Vietnam 


coast were discovered as early 
as 1955. But it wasn't until 1968, 
four years after the U.S. build- 
up in Vietnam, that Amper 
Corporation, 
an 
American 


consortium, 
began serious 


explorations in Vietnam waters. 
Amper 
conducted 
its ex- 


plorations in behalf of Standard 
Oil of New Jersey and Indiana, 
Mobil Oil, Gulf Oil, Atlantic 


Richfield, Phillips Petroleum, 
Tenneco, Continental Union Oil 
of California, Dutch Shell and 
British Petroleum. 


Amper estimated that the 


shores of Southeast Asia con- 
tained more oil reserves than 
the Middle East. The ex- 
plorations have indicated a huge 
seabed oil reservoir at the 
mouth of the Mekong River. 


We have talked to inside 


sources and examined con- 
fidential documents in our 
search for evidence that the oil 
boys may have been behind 
President Johnson's decision to 
send troops to Vietnam. As far 
as we can learn, the oil interests 
had nothing to do with LBJ's 
Vietnam decisions. 


Indeed, the government has 


refused to grant the oil com- 
panies any financial guarantees 
to encourage drilling in Viet- 
namese waters.

ministrator John Hannah, in 
secret meetings, has urged a 
guarantee to the oil companies 
but without success.

release of names and addresses 
for "commercial solicitation 
purposes." The Army Times has 
been offered as high as $10,000 
for its subscription list, but all 
the service magazines keep 
their lists under lock and key.

W. Van Orman, an enterprising 
retired Army officer, has gotten 
around the ban by advertising as 


a 
"military" 
employment 


agency, offering jobs for ser- 
vicemen. Then he sells the 
names and addresses to in- 
surance companies for $2.50 a 
name. Van Orman, reached at 
his Seaside, Calif., home, 
acknowledged his personnel 
placement ads used to bring in 
about 10,000 applicants per 
month. He found jobs for only 
seven or eight each month, 
compiled the rest into mailing 
lists. The recession has crimped 
his operation. He has reduced 
his advertising, he said, and 
receives only 3,000 to 4,000 ap- 
plications a month.

Two 


common waste materials, glass 
bottles and cow dung, have been 
combined 
by 
a 
UCLA 


engineering 
professor 
to 


produce a ceramic material 
highly useful for home con- 
struction and many other uses. 


The foamed ceramic, which 


resembles styrofoam in weight 
and appearance, is an excellent 
heat and noise insulator, im- 
permeable to water and gas, 
doesn't burn or smell, can be 
painted, glazed, drilled or 
sawed, can be glued or nailed 
together, and is cheap and easy 
to produce. 


Prof. John D. Mackenzie of 


the UCLA Materials Depart- 
ment, a noted authority on 
ceramic and glass technology, 
lists a dozen potential ap- 
plications 
for 
his foamed 


ceramic, which has not yet been 
given a specific name. 


"It would make a fine low-cost 


building material to replace 
shingles, cinder blocks and 
bricks," he says. "It can be used 
for roofing and wall insulation, 
water pipes, cork, lightweight

Nof Like Nixon 
Revenue Sharing

He indicated the eventual plan 


would be limited in time, would 
concentrate on the needs of 
cities and other local units, and 
would 
involve 
some 


congressional direction on use of 
funds made available. 


He said it also might include 


authorization for the federal 
government to work out joint 
collection of federal and state 
income taxes. This could result 
in administrative savings for the 
states as well as encourage 
them to make greater use of 
income taxation. 


Mills hinted one area in which 


local governments might be 
helped is in crime control. 
Reverting to a theme he em- 
phasized Tuesday in a speech to 
the American Bar Association, 
Mills said: "I have no idea how 
much it would cost, but it seems 
as though something should be 
done, when businesses and in- 
dividuals already are spending 
half a billion dollars more for 
private protection than the 
federal government budgets 
against crime." 


Nixon's proposal, in contrast 


to Mills' rough outline, calls for 
a permanent allocation of part 
of individual tax collections It 
would be shared roughly equally 
between 
states 
and 
local 


governments, without strings on 
use of (he funds 


and wall partitions." 


The unusual project started 


three months ago, when an 
Imperial Valley rancher asked 
for Dr. Mackenzie's help in 
tackling a major waste disposal 
problem. 


The average cow produces one 


ton of dried dung a year, ac- 
cumulating to 250,000 tons in the 
Imperial Valley alone, and one 
million tons in the state of 
California. Farmers don't use 
the natural dung, because they 
find commercial manure more 
economical and efficient, and 
they can't burn the dung 
because of the air pollution it 
would create. 


Each ton of dried dung takes 


up 100 cubic feet in volume, so 
California livestock breeders 
are left each year with moun- 
tains of dung equivalent to 100 
million cubic feet. 


Dr. Mackenzie accepted the 


rancher's appeal and, going one 
step further, set out to kill two 
waste disposal problems with 
one product. 


A pioneer in finding new and 


better uses for glass, Dr. 
Mackenzie considered 
that 


Californians throw out some 50 


million glass bottles a week, of 
which only one percent is 
recycled. 


Using 5-10 per cent of dung as 


foaming agent to 90-95 per cent 
of finely powdered glass, Dr. 
Mackenzie developed his basic 
process. 


The powdered dung can also 


be used by itself, without the 
glass mixture, in such a way as 
to produce a paint pigment, as 
well as black colorant for rubber 
tires. 


"I am quite confident that we 


have a very useful and com- 
petitive product here, which at 
the same time can greatly 
diminish two serious waste 
disposal problems," says the 
UCLA professor. 


For example, Dr. Mackenzie 


estimates that a board foot 
U'xl'xl") 
of his 
foamed 


ceramic can be manufactured in 
California for 3 cents, compared 
to a similar material, shipped in 
from out of state, which costs 17 
cents per board foot here. 


In denser form, the product is 


competitive in cost with or- 
dinary brick, he says, but 
weighs only one-fifth as much.

Lake — are internationally 
recognized as a mainstay of the 
Pacific Flyway's waterfowl 
population.

pound,ents of the refuge com- 
plex, wildlife experts hold that 
the flyway, which stretches 
from Canada across California 
to Central America, would be 
severely damaged. 


And the incredible duck and 


goose hunting now available 
there to California sportsmen 
would be substantially reduced. 


The federal irrigation projects 


are tied directly to refuge 
management, and are equally 
important to the region's multi- 
million dollar 
agricultural 


enterprise. 


The name of the game is water 


— water regulated to meet both 
waterfowl 
and 
farming 


requirements. 


Currently at issue is a long- 


standing proposal to transfer 
operation of specific Klamath 
project facilities from the U. S. 
Bureau of Reclamation to 
various local irrigation districts, 
a move consistent with historic 
federal reclamation policies. 


Sportsmen 
and con- 


servationists, however, have a 
long memory and recall all too 
well an earlier scrap over water 
management. They fear that the 
priority of water for wildlife

The difference between the 


earlier controversy — which 
was settled by congressional 
action in 1964 — is that wildlife 
conservation and protection in 
the area is now fully protected in 
the law.

short of recommendations by 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R 
Laird's own study panel, comes 
after he and his top aides- 


— Backed away from an in- 


dicated intention to strip the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff of military 
operational functions and create 
a separate operations staff 
under a single high-ranking 
officer 
The study panel had 


found the present arrangement 
"awkward and unresponsive." 


— Reversed 
a 
decision 


requiring the Defense In- 
telligence Agency to report 
directly to him rather than 
through the Joint Chiefs, thus 
tightening his control over 
foreign intelligence. 


Nearly a year ago the Blue 


Ribbon Defense Panel, headed 
by 
New 
York 
insurance 


executive Gilbert W. Fitzhugh, 
ordered a thorough overhaul of 
the defense leadership and 
management structure, both 
civilian and military. 


The goal, the panel reported 


last July 28, was to strengthen 
civilian control, promote ef- 
ficiency and end serious cost 
overruns in buying weapons. 


No sweeping changes have 


resulted, although the Pentagon 
claims to have implemented or 
followed objectives of 83 of 113 
panel recommendations. 


The principal steps have in- 


volved embedding the "Fly- 
before-you-buy" principle in 
defense 
procurement; 
im- 


proving military promotion and 
pay policies; stiffening curbs on 
conflict of interest and assuring 
compliance with racial non- 
discrimination directives.

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Possibility of Japan Nuclear Role 
Touches Nerve In Administration

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


possibility of a nuclear role for 
Japan has touched a raw nerve 
in the Nixon administration with 
indications of a Cabinet-level 
split over the issue. 
The 
State 
Department 


Thursday 
volunteered 
a 


statement to newsmen, saying 
reports of a potential Japanese 
deployment of nuclear weapons 
came from "cloudy and un- 
certain" sources. 
Department 
spokesman 


Charles W. Bray said it was his 
understanding that Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird was not 
the source of the reports. 


Nonetheless, it was learned 


the State Department asked for 
the transcript of a background 
news briefing given newsmen by 
American officials in Tokyo 
covering the nuclear issue. 
Laird is in Tokyo for talks on 
Japanese military policy. 


Also, a high official who asked 


to be left unidentified said Laird 


had declined a State Depart- 
ment briefing on effects of the 
nuclear nonproliferation treaty 
on Japan, which signed the pact 
last year amid strong con- 
troversy. 


Bray opened his daily meeting 


with newsmen with a statement 
that included: 


"We know of no responsible 


body of opinion in Japan or the 
United States that advocates 
nuclear arms for Japan or even 
foresees their necessity or 
possibility." 


The Tokyo reports said the 


American 
officials 
had 


predicted Japan might deploy 
nuclear weapons by the 1980s 
because of Chinese missile 
progress and the possibility the 
U.S. nuclear position might be 
restrained 
by

arms- 


limitation agreement with the 
Soviet Union. 


Another indication of the State 


Department's deep concern 
over the reports was an unusual 
delay in the opening of Bray's 


daily session with newsmen. 
Officials later said this was the 
result of a lengthy telephone 
conversation with Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers at the 
California White House. Rogers, 
who is with President Nixon, 
cleared the strongly worded 
statement read by Bray, the 
official said. 


Although he has never spoken 


directly to the issue of Japan

Friend Says Calley Is Confused; 
Feels What He Did Was Right 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) — 


The conviction of Lt. William L. 
Calley for the murder of 22 
civilians at My Lai left him 
feeling isolated and confused, a 
friend says, but "he really 
believes in his heart what he did 
was right. 


"It was a tremendous mental 


and emotional shock to him to be 
convicted by fellow Army of- 
ficers." 


"It left him in an emotional 


pattern of confusion. But he still 
feels he did the right thing for 
his country," said the friend who 
asked not to be named. 


The stocky, 
rusty-haired 


lieutenant was convicted by a 
court-martial March 29 and was 
sentenced to life in prison. The 
conviction is now in the appeal 
process. 


Under house arrest since then, 


Calley, 28, spends his time 
playing with a new puppy, 
building a model gasoline- 
powered airplane and gar- 
dening. 


It's a very different life from 


the life he led before and during 
the court-martial. 


In the one hour a day of out- 


side exercise he's allowed under 
confinement rules, he usually 
works out on bar bells, he has set 
up in the backyard of his red 
brick apartment at Ft. Benning. 
Or he uses an exercise bench 
made for him by Maj. Jack 
Coulter, 
physical 
training 


director of the Columbus Police 
Department. 


Calley also realizes his appeal 


is going to be "a long, difficult, 
expensive fight." 


Toothpaste Maker

maker of the nation's top-selling 
toothpaste terms as misleading 
a statement by Ralph Nader 
that stannous fluoride tooth- 
pastes stain teeth. 


"The research which Mr. 


Nader cites does not show that 
Crest stains teeth," a Procter & 
Gamble 
spokesman 
said 


Thursday. 
The statement came after 


Nader charged in a letter to the 
Federal Trade Commission that 
studies in the United States and 
England have shown tooth- 
pastes with chemical leave a 
brown stain on teeth four times 
as often as those without it. 


"The studies he quotes, which 


are more than four years old," a 
Procter & Gamble spokesman 
said, "refer to staining of debris 
and 'other material on the teeth 
which should be, and normally 
are, 
removed 
in 
proper 


brushing."

Chairman Miles W. Kirkpatrick 
mentioned Crest 
specifically, 


along with Stripe, Pepsodent 
and Peoples. 


"The danger exists in all 


stannous fluoride toothpastes,"

alert the public to his hazard." 


He said the Food and Drug 


Administration informed the 
FTC last month that the Colgate 
ads were deceptive. An FDA 
spokesman said, however, the 
agency was unable to find any 
such communication but said

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. 


(AP) — The worst outbreak of 
red tide in Florida waters in 
almost a quarter-century has 
left miles of Gulf Coast beaches 
littered with dead fish and many 
tourist-related businesses in a 
deep slump. 


Called "poison water" by 


ancients who first noted it in 208 
B. C., the red tide is a plant-like 
organism. It collects in patches 
and tints the water reddish- 
brown. 


A toxin 
put 
off by 
the 


organism as it dies paralyzes 
fish which come in contact with 
it. It is not harmful to humans 
unless they eat fish or shellfish 
which have ingested the poison. 


Murky waters of the latest 


outbreak stretch 100 miles, from 
St. Petersburgh south to Fort 
Myers. 


Resort motels report pmnty 


rooms and cancellations as 
tourists move inland to escape 
the stench of rotting fish.

Tribe Discovered In Philippines; 
Fascinating New Study Of Man

SACRAMENTO 'AP) - A 


blue ribbon anticrime council 
has mismanaged and wasted 
most of $60 million in federal 
funds intended to fight serious 
crime, 
a 
legislative 
in- 


vestigating committee said 
today. 


Object of the attack is the 


California Council of Criminal 
Justice, a committee of 29 
judges, 
corrections 
and 


rehabilitation officials 
and 


peace officers appointed by the 
governor and legislature and 
headed by the attorney general. 


A 33-page report issued today 


by the Assembly Select Com- 
mittee on the Administration of 
Justice accused the council of 
ignoring federal regulations to 
give law enforcement in high 
crime areas first call on federal 
anticrime funds. 


Instead, 
the 
committee 


reported, nearly $60 million has 
been scattered among an un- 
coordinated set of programs on 
drugs, alcoholism, juvenile 
delinquency, riot control and 
other areas. 


The council was created in 


1968 to screen police requests for 
federal grants to see that money 


is spent in areas of greatest need 
and in a coordinated manner. 


But the committee of five 


Democrats 
and 
three 


Republicans unanimously 
reported the council does "not 
set forth any clear and firm 
relations 
between 
goals, 


programs, projects, existing 
agencies and funds and is in 
conflict with the state statute 
that established the council." 


"In three years there has not 


been one specific project to 
prevent robbery, and only one 
concerned with burglary," said 
committee chairman Robert 
Crown, D-Alameda. 


"There is no 
statewide 


program to improve the working 
conditions and performance of 
the policeman on the street," 
Crown said, adding "little of the 
money was spent in projects 
directly combating crime. 


"Another $65 million will be 


available in 1972 and it is im- 
possible to tell whether this 
money will be spent 
more 


wisely," Crown said.

— The new chief of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration says the United 
States may not have a manned 
space night for at least five 
years after 1973 and he is trying 
to do something about it. 


James C. Fletcher spoke with 


newsmen Thursday on his first 
visit to Cape Kennedy since 
becoming NASA administrator 


America's 
Apollo moon 


landing program ends next year 
and will be followed in 1973 by 
three three-man flights to a 
small space station named 
Skyland. Under present plan- 
ning the next U. S. manned 
flight then would be in 1978 or 
1979 when the first reflyable 
space shuttle is to be launched. 


"I'm concerned that there is 


this gap after Skylab," Fletcher 
said. "We have a lot of skilled 
people in the manned flight area 
and we don't want to just let 
them sit idle while waiting for 
the next manned flight. 


"I haven't come up with any 


solution to this, but we're 
working on the problem very 
hard right now to see what can 
be done, if anything, during the 


gap period," he said. 


Among the possibilities 
if 


funds are available, he said, are 
a second Skylab mission or a 
series of orbital earth resources 
survey missions using rockets 
and spaceships left from three 
canceled Apollo moonlanding 


Another possibility, he said, is 


a flight in which an Apollo 
spaceship would link up with a 
Russian space station like the 
Salute which the three Soyuz 11 
cosmonauts visited for 23 days 
before they died June 23 during 
re-entry 
into 
earth's 
at- 


mosphere. . 


"We were with the Soviets two 


weeks ago on a very successful 
meeting in which we spent a lot 
of time discussing the problems 
of a common docking apparatus. 
Both sides are studying quite 
vigorously 
the 
technical 


problems to be solved to allow 
our Apollo craft to dock with 
Salute, or a later version of 
Salute," Fletcher said. 


"I think the only thing neither 


side has said we will do is to 
commit the funds to carry out 
the program," he stated. "This 
is a decision that must be made 
at the highest government 
levels."

Manuel Elizalde Jr , head of the 
Presidential Arm on National 
Minorities — Panamm — with 
the collaboration of Dr. Robert 
B. Fox, chief anthropologist of 
the National Museum 
and 


director of Panamm research. 


The Presidential Arm on 


National 
Minorities 
is 
a 


government agency designed to 
assist the Philippines' more 
than 60 minority groups in 
dealing with the problems of 
modern society. 


Fox and Elizalde reported 


contacting 24 of the Tasadays 
deep in the rain forest of south 
Cotabato Province June 7-8 and 
June 16 


The men say in a 32-page 


report that "a study of the 
Tasaday's ability to survive 
without agriculture, a metal 
technology, and permanent 
residence in a tropical rain 
forest can provide one of the 
mcst fascinating chapters in the 


study of primitive man " 


They said in interviews that 


they were led to the Tasaday by 
a man from another tribe, the 
Manobo Bht, which Panamm is 
helping, who first contacted the 
Tasaday during a hunting trip in 
1966. 


He told Elizalde about the 


people last May and the 
Panamin director flew in by 
helicopter June 7 to an isolated 
forest clearing to make contact 
Fox made the second trip and 
said he gathered all the data he 
could.
